His 
strictures  on  tho  preserit  educational  l^stem  in 
r.reat  Britain  Is  that  cla.sses  are  far  too  large, 
and  It  Is  Impossible  for  the  teacher  to  glvedndl- 
vldual  attention  to  the  child.  He  advocates 
preparation  at  school,  becau.se  a  larse  part  Is 
played  In  the  development  of  physical  deformity 
by  the  poature  of  the  ehlM  while  studying.  This 
is  .something  which  It  Is  dlfflcult  to  supervi.se  at 
|iome.  Moreover,  he  considers  that  It  Is  a  re- 
proach to  the  teacher  where  the  child  la  required 
to  do  much  homework,  and  It  Is  according  lo  the 
amount  of  homework  that  the  reproach  must  be 
measurod;  In  other  words,  the  longer  the  hours 
the  greater  is  the  reflection  on  the  teacher. 

Another  critic  of  secondary  education  was  Mr 
Leee-Smith.  an  ex-Mlnister  of  Education.  Over- 
pres.sure  on  children,  he  say.s.  has  been  caused 
oy  the  fact  that  the  school  certincate  examina- 
tion and  the  matriculation  exarumation  have 
been  made  one  and  the  same.  Thai  development 
he  regards  as  a  disaster   for  as  a  result  of  it 
.schools  are  judged  by  the  number  of  matricula- 
tion successes  that  they  can  put  before  the  public. 
It  means  that  all  the  rhttdrm  are  being  pre- 
pared primarily  for  their  matriculation  examina- 
tions^ and  that  means  over-pressure.  He  Ulua- 
t  aTes  this  by  polnlng  out  that  the  matriculation 
examination  Is  intended  to  be  taken  at  18  for 
entrance  to  a  unlveraity,  but  the  at<srage  age  for 
the  school  certificate  is  ifl  years  and  3  months 
for  boys  and  16  years  and  9  montlis  for  glrla— 
an  average  of  16.6  years.  This  means,  Mr.  Lies- 
Smith  says,  that  the  whole  system  of  secondary 
education  is  dominated  by  this  preying  of  chil- 
dren between  Id  and  17  into  passing  a  university 
entrance  examination,  the  standard  age  of  which 
Is  18.
